Rev. Samuel Macaulay Lindsay 
D. D., minister of the Brooklin Bap- 
tist Church, spoke on “What the Eye 
Saw and the Ear: Heard in Russia in 
1931.” Dr. Lindsay said :—“Commu- 
nism will never work in the United 
States because it can only function in 
a country not industrialized. 

“People in the United States are 
interested in Russia for six reasons: 
First, he said Russia is one-sixth of 
the total area of the world; second, 
has 168,000,000 people; third, is a na- 
tion with a pure socialistic govern- 
ment; fourth, is atheistic, taking the 
opinion of Carl Marx, who said that 
religion was opium; fifth, has suc- 
ceeded in her five-year plan to be 
fully prepared in case of another 
war; sixth, controversial statements 
constantly come out of the country. 

“So far as I could observe the 
people in Russia have plenty to eat 
and there is less immorality in Russia 
today than anywhere else. Conditions 
change every year which makes the 
reports variable.” Music was furnish 
reports variable.’

Northfield Observes 
Memorial Day; 
Honors Soldier Dead 


Memoria! Day was fittingly ob- 
served in Northfield and the day was 
warm and pleasant. At nine-thirty 
o'clock the parade started from Town 
Hall after formation under Marshall 
Clarence Steadler in the following or- 
der: Colors; Legion Drum Corps of 
Orange, American Legion, Sons of 
Union Veterans as escort to surviving 
members of the G. A. R., Woman's 
Relief Corp in autos, Boy Scouts and 
school childrene. The parade passed 
up Main street to Alexander Hall 
when the tablet of the G. A. R., was 
decorated and then proceeded to Cen- 
ter Cemetery to decorate the graves 
of soldiers buried there, while dele- 
gations pre d to visit the other 
cemeteries. Returning in parade for- 
mation to Town Hall the tablet of 
Word War veterans was decorated 
and the parade disbanded. The meet- 
ing in Town Hall was then called to 
order by Mr. W. G. Slate, chairman of 
the Memorial Day Committee and the 
following program was rendered. :-— 

Singing “Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public ;” Reading of John A. Logan's 
order by the chairman; Prayer by 
Rev. Mr. Carne; Reading of North- 
field's Roll of Honor by Commander 
Harold Bigelow of the American Le- 
gion; Singing, America; Reading of 
Lincoln's Gettysburg Address by John 
Hurley :— 

“Four score and seven years ago 
our fathers brought forth on this con- 
tinent a new nation, conceived in li- 
berty, and dedicated to the proposi- 
tion that all men are created equal. 
Now we are engaged in a great civil 
war, testing whether that nation, or 
any nation so conceived and so ded- 
icated, can long endure. We are met 
on a great battlefield of that war. We 
have come to dedicate a portion of 
thaf field, as a final resting-place for 
those who here gave their lives that 
that nation might live. It is altogeth- 
cr fitting and proper that we should 


do this. But, in a larger sense, we 
cannot dedicate — we cannot conse- 
crate — we cannot hallow — this 
ground. The brave men, living and 


dead, who struggled here, have con- 
secrated it, far above our poor power 
to add or detract. The world will lit- 


‘tle note, nor long remember, what we 


say here, but it can never forget what 
they did here. It is for us the living, 
rather, to be dedicated here to the un- 
finishd work which they who fought 
here have thus far so nobly advanced. 
It is rather for us to be here dedicat- 
ed to the great task remaining before 
us,—that from these honored dead 
we take increased devotion to that 
cause for which they gave the last

“This magnificent Memorial, dedi- 
cated to such an exemplar of these 
principles and teachings, is placed up- 
on this conspicuous hill-top to sym- 
bolize them to all the world. 

“No discussion of the creed of any 
church is permitted within the tiled 
lodge room, and the attitude of Free- 
masonry toward any and all sects and 
denominations, toward any form of 
the honest worship of God, is not one 
of antagonism but of respect. 

“Washington builded his character 
for ‘that spiritual temple, that house 
not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.’ 

“This Memorial, with its doors open 
to all, symbolizes a Freemasonry 
which welcomes and bids Goodspeed 
to all who worship Him in spirit and 
in truth, by whatever name they call 
Him. 

“Freemasonry, however, is unalter-

Shooters Hill to witness the ceremon- 
ies. It was a notable day in the local 
history of Masonry, and for the en- 
tire North American brotherhood; 
the ceremony had far greater sig- 
nificance than the simple laying of 
another corner stone. It emphasized 
the unity of the order, and pro- 
claimed its understanding of the pur- 
pose back of the memorial. 

And so the week of May 12, 1932 
marked another ceremony of much 
importance to Masons, This time 
100,000 Masons gathered and with 
them, once more, a president of the 
United States. bi 

That Shooters Hill was chosen for 
the massive granite structure is pe- 
culiarly appropriate for this was the 
hill owned by Washington and select- 
ed by Thomas Jefferson and James 
Madison for the site of the National 
Capitol. For personal reasons Wash- 
ington opposed the choice, for he was 
unwilling to take any public action 
that might be construed as an aid to 
his wealth. 

That the tower should, have been 
modeled after an ancient zikkurat 
lighthouse is also appropriate, for 
from its apex a beacon light will 
some day send its rays far and wide 
to guide the Craft traveling by sea, 
air and land, as centuries ago the 
lighthouse guided mariners on the 
Mediterranean. 

Alexandria threw itself enthusias- 
tically into the celebration for its 
famous citizen, who on Nov. 4, 1762, 
took his first degree in Masonry in 
the Fredericksburg Lodge No. 4; be- 
came an honorary member in Lodge 
No. 39, Alexandria, in 1784, and 


jiasten of the Alexandria Lodge No. 


22 in 1788. The name of the latter 
lodge was changed in 18065, with the 
consent of the Grand Lodge of Vir- 
ginia, to the Alexandria-Washington 
Lodge No. 22. 

From records within the lodge’s 
archives it is shown that for several 
years the lodge had no permanent 
home, frequently meeting in “‘build- 
ings unsuited for assemblies.’”” Mon- 
ey for a temple’ was finally raised 
and, around 1815, a “commodious 
structure was erected.’’ Within a few 
years the lodge became almost a 
storehouse for mementoes presentede 
to it by Washington’s intimate 
friends and relatives. As a result, 
the Alexandria City Council in 1818 
appropriated the entire story of one 
wing of the City hall “for the pur- 
pose of a museum.”

For More Members 


The local company of the American 
Legion will make a special effort to 
rush all membership cards and dues 
into department headquarters in or- 
der that every veteran who joins be- 
fore July ist will receive the thirty- 
two-page magazine-size booklet de- 
scribing all federal and state laws af- 
fecting veterans, Harold F. Bigelow, 
post commander said. 

The Legion booklet will be free to 
all members whose cards are received 
in the offices of the American Legion 
Monthly by July 10th. This means 
that they should leave here as soon 
~ possible, and not later than July 
st. 

No veteran should be without the 
booklet, the Legion official said. 
Nothing of the kind has ever been 
issued before. It is written in lang- 
uage that any one can understand. 
All technical phrases have ben_elim- 
inated, and suggestions have been in- 
serted to guide any ex-service man or 
woman as to benefits which a grate- 
ful government has_ provided for 
those deserving compensation, ‘ hos- 
pitalization etc. 

Not only disabled veterans, but all 
others, will find need for the booklet, 
as it goes thoroughly and plainly into 
every law that has been passed per- 
taining to World war service people. 


“The Worthiness Of Cause’’ 


In the discourse which Rev. Mr. 
Conner gave Sunday morning, with 
patriotic bodies present, he said in 
part :— 

“The worthiness of the cause for 
which men fought and offered their 
lives is recognized in the day which 
the nation sets apart for honors to 
its dead. Men ally themselves to that 
for which they have acted. They both 
receive and give. They receive qual- 
ity from the ideal for which they live; 
they give character to the actual 
which they build before their fel- 
lows. A man has in the home which 
he makes an expression of his life. 
And so a man has_ in the country 
which he serves, in its laws, in its 
institutions, in its government, a com- 
mentary on his character. If the prin- 
ciple written in law, expressed in in- 
stitution, and upheld in government 
be good, then do we judge him who 
offered his life for it worthy of honor. 

“If a man die in a duel, he merits 
no memorial. His act was for pride 
or revenge. He used the weapon of 
self-assertion only. If a man fall to 
his death in some daring aerial flight, 
he deserves no tribute from the heart 
of humanity. His deed was possibly to 
win applause louder than that he or 
others had received before. Those who 
die in districts of country visited by 
pestilence and are cut down in great 
numbers by the deadly scourge we 
honor not more than those who pass 
singly to the unseen, having finished 
their course in fulness of years. We 
pay honor, and the greatest honor, 
to him whose self-sacrifice reaches 
farthest for the good of mankind, and 
are ready for the reward of memory 
where men have lived and died for 
principles as wide and jasting as a na- 
tion. 

“The graves of the dead are 
watched and tended by a care that 
measures the extent the human love 
whose form is buried reached into thé 
life of others. Sometimes memory is 
ungrateful and untrue, but generally 
it is not. And again, the care of 
graves extends in time proportionate 
to the greatness of the guardian that 
is summoned to their side. A family 
burying ground is neglected and for- 
gotten finally because it summons a 
family only to its side. That of a 
town or city is cared for while the 
town or city endures. The care of the 
nation’s dead is wider and still more 
enduring. So long as it is a nation. 
the graves of its heroes shall be kept 
and their sleeping dust remembered.

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Washington’s Ride 
Through The State 


“George Washington,” accompa- 
nied by his two secretaries, ‘Tobias 
Lear” and “Major William Jackson,” 
and his retinue of colored servants, is 
ready to ride over the route from 
Agawam to Boston, which on June 8, 
9, and 10, is to be dedicated the Mas- 
sachusetts George Washington Memo- 
rial Highway. 

With but few deviations, the 1932 
portrayers of Washington and his par- 
ty will retrace the steps taken by 
the Father of our Country, when he 
came to Massachusetts as the first 
President of the United States in 
1789. 

The re-enactment of Washington’s 
historic trip is being sponsored by the 
Massachusetts George Washington 
Bi-centennial Commission, of which 
Governor Joseph B. Ely is Honorary 
Chairman. 

The dedication will have its incep- 
tion at the state line at Agawam, 
where the Massachusetts delegation 
will meet a great cavalcade from the 
state of Connecticut. At this‘point, 
the Massachusetts Memorial Highway 
will be linked with the Connecticut 
Washington Memorial Highway, run- 
ning across the Nutneg state from 
New Haven. 

One of the outstanding events on 
the dedication program will take place 
at Springfield. Exercises will be held 
at the unveiling of a tablet at the foot 
of Ferry Lane (now Cypress street), 
the point where Washington landed 
when he crossed the Connecticut riv- 
er on a ferry boat. At this point, a 
delegation of mounted men, portray- 
ing Colonial characters, will welcome 
“Washington;” and a scene similar to 
that which transpired when Washing- 
ton .came to Massachusetts will be re- 
enacted. Accompanied by the Con- 
necticut delegation, the Massachusetts 
“Washington” procession will be es- 
corted by the Springfield welcoming 
party to the Government. armory in 
Springfield, the first armory estab- 
lished in the United States, which 
Washington, himself created. From 
this point, the cavalcade will travel 
to a point opposite the Massachusetts 
Mutual Life Insurance Company on 


the highway, where a tablet marking 
the highway, will be unveiled. In the 
evening a joint observance by the two 
State Commissions, with the Gover- 
nors, and other notables, officiating, 
will take place at the Hotel Kimball. 
The Massachusetts delegation will 
stop at Springfield for the night, 
where they will be the guests of the 
Hotel Kimball. ; 

On the following morning, June 9, 
“Washington” and his party, accom- 
‘panied by the Massachusetts delega- 
tion will proceed on its way to Bos- 
ton; “Washington” and his party will 
be tendered a Juncheon on this day at 
Spencer.
